ONE UNDER ERIN'S FLAO. 



A Thrilling Incident in the 
Straata^of Mam phi a in 
Civil War TImaa. 



Tlie regiiiKMil was Iri.sh — Irish from 
Colonel to druninur boy. It carried the 
"flag of Erin" side by side with "Uld 
Glory," and felt snd scknowledged a 
double responsibility in maintaining the 
honor of both. (The army records say it 
caat no discredit on either. ) The Colonel 
had served in Sumner's Drajjoons, and 
had been .i soldier of fortune in Mexico 
and Central America; the men, bronzed 
from exposure to the Southern sun, 
HuMdeaed ia eaaq^sign, MvMUtc and bat- 
tle, marched with the free awing which 
characterised the army of the West^ and 
which later displaced the automaton 
rigidity then thou^t osctaaary ia the 
regular army. 

.\fter service in the Tennessee and 
Mississippi campaigns, the regiment waa 
under orders to join the forces before 
VicksburKi where the seigs was then in 
progress. From their bivouac outside 
Memphia the men for an entire day had 
looked longingly upon the city and 
planned iniinerous diversions therein, 
none of which, however, was allowed to 
occur. No leave was granted, and it was 
not until twilight that orders were re' 
ceived to march directly through the 
town to the levee, wliere the tranaport 
was waiting. 

The route Uy through "Little Ireknd," 
the Confederate stronghold in Memphis, 
where troops had been fre(juently stoned 
in passing, and where no welcome ccnild 
be looked for. It was a gloomy, narrow 
way that led through it. The night was 
pitch dark, and the street was imperfectly 
lighted by occasional gaa lamps. From 
house to gutter the aidewalka were packed 
with people — men, women and children 
— whose faces were darker than the 
night, and whose attitude — hands behind 
them — suggested that ever-ready brick. 
Dislike, contempt, hatre<l were in every 
face. Sullen silence was the only greet 
ing. 

Then the tnuiformation. At a aignal 

the flags were swung free, and at the 
same moment the band struck up "Oarry 
Owen." A gasp, a cheer, a roar followed, 
and a moment later the in<ib was a 
shouting, welcoming throng, some em- 
bracing the soldiers in the ranks, some 
standing with bared heads and streaming 
eyes as the green flag was msrdisd psat, 
others calling down Uassings on their 
countrymen. Then there was a wild 
rush back to their tenements, and then, 
laden with food and liquor cheer, the 
population of Little Ireland followed the 
regiment to the levee, swept over the 
lines that ought to have been established 
around it, and succeeded in convincing 
iu mcmbsrs that "blood ia thicksr than 
watsr. "

The unity conference held in Dublin 
April > did sonic very iinporl.im work, 
says the Irish World, thmiKli it was not 
able to .actually .irconiplish the object 
for which it met, namely, bringing about 
the union of the Irish Nationalist rep- 
resenUitives in Parliament. It haa 
been hoped that all the represenU- 
tives— Parnellite as well aa anti-Par- 
nellite— would be present, for all had 
been invited, but Mr. Redmond au.l his 
following did not attend, the alleged 
re.isfiii lieing that n committee meeting 
or caucus had not lieen held previously 
to arrange a programme or basis of action 
for the conference. Such caucus, it 
appeara, was to have been called, but 
some circcmstances intervened to prevent 
it. But. though the I'arnellitcs were 
absent ihe conference was b\ no means 
a failure, even with leterence to the mam 
purpose of the v;atliering. Resolutions 
were passetl which made it evident 
beyond doubt that the vast majority of 
Ireland's representatives are for union, 
and for union on principles which are 
thoroughly in accinl with the patriotic 
sentiment of the Irish people. Here, for 
ex.iniple, are some of Uie resolutioUB 
which the conference adopted; 

"All Irish Nationalists to be reunited 
iu one party on the principles and consti- 
tution of the old Parnellite party as it 
existed from 18S5 to 1890." 

"The reunited party to lie absolutely 
independent of all Britiah political par- 
ties." 

"The ni.nii oi>|< ct of the United party 
lo be to secine lor Ireland a measure of 
loiiie rule at least as ample su that em- 

•*The parfy alio to^tht on ttte M 
lines for the redress of all Irish griev- 
ances, notably those connected with tl/e 
land, labor, taxation and eilucation." 

No Irish Nationalist can say that llie.se 
are not sufficiently lliorouj;!! ;;s regards 
llie questions to which Ihey refer. No 
"iiulependenl" can ask for more inde- 
pendence of BHtisb partiea than is here 
adopted into the platform of thfe Irish 
party, consisting (without the Redmond- 
ites) of nearly three-fourths of the total 
Parliamentary rei)tesentation of Ireland. 
The direct elTori made by the confer- 
ence for union w.is a proposal to appoint 
a committee "to meet a committee of 
Mr. Redmond's party, with a view to 
deviaing the means of reunion." 

Thia propooal would have passed but 
for the refusal of T. M. Healy to agree to 
be a member of the committee. The con- 
ference therefore h:ul to give up the idea 
of the committee and content itself with 
passing a resolution declaringits patriotic 
purpose as follows: 

"We respectfully submit to the consid- 
eration of our absent colleagues in the 
Irish Nationalist repreaentatioh and to 
the judgment of the country these decla- 
rations (including those above quoted), 
and we express our readiness to attend at 
a future conference for the puri)ose of 
discussing in a friendly spirit these ami 
any other proposals which may be 
brought forward by any member; and if 
this plan, which we think the most hope- 
ful, be sdll declined, we are prepared to 
consider favorably any other n^esas 
which may be suggested for the pnipofit 
of bringing about such discussion."

We know 
most of the prime movers on either 
side of the controversy, and though 
we have not always agreed with 
them, and most certainly do not 
approve of the division and rivalry 
between them, we admit they have 
done faithful and effective work for 
labor in the past and still desire to 
do so, but will not be likely to suc- 
ceed by persisting in contention, 
antagonism, ridicule and abuse. So 
we shall not encourage a continu- 
ance of the wrangle, which has al- 
ready gone too far and can not be 
settled any too soon for the best in- 
terests of the working people. 

Wc l)elieve, and experience has 
convinced us in the belief, that only 
by peace, harmony and unity can 
■ labor maintain the respect and syiy- 
patby of the public; lliat only with 
'the aid of public good will can it 
remedy grievances and better its 
condition. Believing this, we shall 
strive to heal, not widen, the breach; 
to unite labor's workers and make 
friends for labor, not divide and 
make labor's workers enemies of 
each other, to be ridiculed and con- 
demned by the public. 

Those who do not approve our 
course are perfectly welcome to

eviction and unjust seizure or de- 
struction of their property, defend 
them against tinwanranted legisla- 
tion and prosecution, and finally to 
seek further concessions for the 
people by amending the law so they 
may become freeholders as well as 
tenants, reqxmrible and paying 
tithes to the Oovernment, thus dis- 
pensing with the landlords. That 
such a proposition meets with the 
unbounded approval and enlists the 
hearty support of the tenantry is 
quite natural, and they have come 
in crowds to the meetings, which 
always result in the formation of 
a new league, thus adding strength 
to the movement. The leader and 
principal speaker is Mr. William 
O'Brien, and his addresses, though 
at times severe in the arraignment 
of the injustice and cruelty of land- 
lordism, have never suggested any 
other than legal and peaceful means 
of redress. 

The landlords, of course, do not 
approve of the United Irish League, 
and for a time sought to check its 
growth by counter meetings and 
opposition speakers, but their ef- 
forts were futile, and to O'Brien's 
credit it must be conceded that, so 
far as he met any of the anti-league 
spe.'ikers, several of whom are able 
men, he easily refuted their charges 
against the organization, explained 
away the legal objections and came 
off victor in the debate. The courts 
were next resorted to, and leaguers 
were arrested and prosecuted for 
alleged violations of law, but these 
were dismissed without trial except 
in a few cases, and in these the 
verdict was acquittal. All this, in- 
stead of cheddng the growth of the 
league, really attracted attention 
and excited sympathy for the 
league and aroused indignation 
against its persecutors, nmilting in 
more mmbera and more leagues, 
until it is jiow .spread all over the 
agricultural portions of Ireland. 

The last move against the league 
is desperate. Up to recently all 
league meetings, however large and 
demonstrative, were always orderly 
and peaceful. Within the past, few 
weeks at meetings where Mr. 
O'Brien has attempted to speak he 
has been interrupted, jerred, in- 
sulted, and at two meetings but for 
police protection would have been 
attacked by parties, strangers in the 
localities, and who attended and 
carried out the same tactics at all 
the meetings. It matters not who 
instigates such ruffianism, its pur- 
pose is manifestly to prevent the 
holding of league meetings, and 
if possible cause riot and bloodshed, 
though th« htter has thus far been 
avoided, owing to Mr. O'Brien cut- 
ting short his speeches, appealing 
to the people not to resent the ruf- 
fianism, and quietly disperse to 
their homes. But at the meetings 
where Mr. O'Brien was attacked 
after leaving the speaker's sUnd, 
though the police ostensibly guard- 
ed him, they really kept back the 
enraged people from his assailants, 
who hastily retreated. Sodi con- 
duct, if persisted in, can have but 
one result — blooHslied — and they 
who instigate it will be responsi- 
ble.

Laws to restrict monopoly and 
unjust discrimination in trade may 
be proper, but can be carried too 

far sometimes. .Arkansas has a law 
.so sweeping that union miners on 
strike against a reduction in wages 
are to be indicted and proaecuted 
for ' 'combining against an employer 
and discriminating against non- 
union miners," and it is conceded 
that under that law no labor organ- 
ization can legally exist in the 
State. F'urther, a recent fire in 
Little Rock caused a loss of $100,- 
000, and the insurance companies 
can not pay the insurance without 
violating the anti-trust law unless 
an agreement is made tor payment 
outside the State. Yet the Texas 
Legislature has a similar law pend- 
ing, and despite opposition of busi- 
ness men and labor organizations 
is likely to pass it. Reform is a 
great thing sometimes, but some 
people can not realize that if is 
overdone till they have suffered the 
effects of an overdose. Sumptuary 
legislation always reacts.

Economy in small tilings is often 
overlooked, and if only more consid- 
eration were given to this snl^Ject quite 
a considerable sum ol money might be 
saved annually. The careless manner 
in which a very large number of ladies 
treat their gloves is an in.stance in 
point, and perliajis the following hints 
may serve to show hew the reasonable 
care of kid gloves would rcsnlt in a re- 
duction of expenditure: 

In the first place, it may be pointed 
out that rough handling is especially 
disastrous to kid gloves, and it very often 
happens that a new pair are split and 
ruined by jerking them on in a careless 
fashion .\Iways put on a new jiair of 
kid gloves for the first time long enough 
before they are worn to allow of due de- 
liberation in the task. When a pair of 
fine gloves are bought the pnrchaaer 
should insist that they be fitted on in the 
shop: then if there are any flaws they 
will be detected liefore the glovcs are 
paid for and taken away. 

Cheap gloves are generally risky in- 
vestments, but some of the best shops 
keep a fairly good line of glovea at low 
prices, which are worth buying for com- 
mon wear. If atrong and wall made 
they will serve for shopping and morning 
walks, or bad weather. 

In pulling on a ghjve be careful to get 
each linger straight. Coax each one on 
by rubbing gently with the thumb and 
first finger until the fingers are down to 
the very ends. 

In taking the gloves off turn the tvrist 
over the fingers and take hold of the 
ends of the fingers through the wrist. 
It wears a glove out badly to pull it off 
by catching hold of llie finger tips. Pull 
the glove into shape and lay it aside 
carefully. Silk should be kept to match 
each shade and gloves sbuidd be mended 
as soon aa a break appears, for the old 
proverb, ".\ stitch in time saw nine," 
is especially appropriate to these articlea 
of attire. Glove mending is delicate 
work, which requires both skill and dex- 
terity, ami when well ilone pays admira- 
bly for the pains taken. Glove powder 
should form one of the adjuncts to every 
toilet table, and a pretty glove stretcher 
another. 

French women aet a good example, 
and have made quite an art of putting 
on glovea, and this is why a Paririenne'a 
gloves last her four times as long as any- 
bo<ly else's. 

Buttoning gloves should never be done 
in a hurry. The wrist should be carefully 
and gently pulled straight, and the but- 
tons insinuated gently into the holes. 
Use a glove bnttoner always; it ruins 
both the button hole and the finger tips 
to button them without.

!■ is rumored that the Lough I'cr.nu--, 
which has apparently come to stay in the 
sands outside Killiocy beach, to be 
soltl to a local company. 

In Carriclc-on-Suir Joseph Ernest Orubb. 
a Trotestant home ruler and .» large em- 
ployer, beat R. B. I'eeli.ui, one of the 
recently appointed Justices of the Peace. 

In every case in Clare the popular 
labor vote baa been sncceaaful, while 
politica seen to have been less in evi- 
dence than one would at first sight fancy. 

In Cl.ir.i. Kind's loiinly. I'. J White, a 
well-known Nationalist, was returned at 
the head of the poll, and D. Kane, an- 
other very {lopular Nationalist, waa also 
returned. 

I'arrell McDonnell, well known toDnb- 
liners, ill whose midst he resided for a 
lonj; tinii-, w.is returned at the head of 
the poll as District Councillor of A<ler- 
goole, County Galway. 

The two Nationalist newspepen in 
Cork, the Daily Herald and the Bxam- 
iner, discussing the unity conference in 
Dublin, adopt a tone of exceeding mild- 
ness toward the Parnellite party. 

While returning from the elections on 
the Island of Arranmore to the Donegal 
mainland a boat which contained four 
fishermen capaieed, and two yonng men 
named Hoiiar and Ward were drowned. 

Capt. H. Villiers .Stuart and Capt. 
Co^hlan were the only I'nionisis ek-i ted 
for Waterford. Both of these were re- 
turned by large majoriUes. It is almost 
certain that there will be but five Union- 
ists on Waterford County Council. 

Tlie Hon. Mrs. De La Poer, Gnrteeii, 
sister to the present L<ird Kndy, was 
elected one of tlu' liuardi.ins of Kisheelan, 
and in Carrick-on-Suir fnion Mi.ss Re- 
becca Grubb, an exceedingly energetic 
and philanthropic lady, beaded the poll 
for the town division. 

The House of Commons on .\pril 12, 
by a vote of Hi" to tiil, rejected the bill 
intraluced by William ()'.MalUy, atiti- 
Pamellite, member for the Connemara 
division of Galway, providing for the 
compulsory reinstatement of Irish ten- 
ants evicted since ^W9. 

The si.\ candidates who were ileclared 
elected in County I.eitrim were uomi- 
nateil \>\ llu' .Nationalists as follows: 
T. McDerniolt, John McLoughlin, Pat- 
rick Heslin, Patrick Dolan, Patrick Mc- 
Maniu, F, Fanghnan. The majorities 
were mainly snbatantial. 

All the members elected in Tipperarv 
are popular can<li<lates. In some divisions 
I'nionists sought election, but were t)adly 
beaten, notably Randall Moore, son of 
the late Stephen Moore, of Rartie, who 
npfcaented Clonmel in the old days, 
when the town was a Parliamentary 
borough. 

In the contests for Poor Law Guardians 
in Newry the Catholics were extremely 
successful. In one ward three Catholics 
were returned unopposed, and in the 
North ward, in which a Catholic never 
sat befote, Mr. Fnnds Rooney, a Cath- 
olic, waa one of those returned, being 
second on the list. 

.-KTUong the Guardians returned in 
Kerry was K. Harrington, who was sup- 
ported by all classes. McDonagh Mabony, 
County Councillor, waa returned also as 
District Councillor for Castlcquin divis- 
ion, in which he resides. His election 
was very popular; though a Justice of the 
Peace and landlord, he has always been., 
a strong Nationalist. 

Now that the elections held under the 
local government act are over the workera 
of Ireland are entiUed to be congratulated 
upon the fairly large number of repre- 
sentatives they returned aa Borough 
Councillors, Urban Coiindllora and Poor 
Law Guardians. In several of the Irish 
cities and large towns they have done 
remarkably well. 

On the Carlow County Council there 
will be one elected Unioniat, Walter Mc- 
Murrongh Kavanagh, who daqiite hia 
polity is rather a popular candidate. Mr. 
Kavanagh had probably announced hia 
sympathy with the claim of Catholic 
Ireland, and the Nationalists of Botris 
responded by electing him by two to one 
over one professing their own principles. 

Mf. Patrick Mnlcahy, of Waterford 
Post-office, has been appointed Post- 
mastmaster of Thnrles. Mr. Mulcahy 
had t>een for mauv years coTinected with 
the Waterford postal service, and was i 
equally distinguished for courtesy and 
ability. The people of Thurles are to be 
congratulrted. The people of Waterford 
regret his departure, and heartily wiah 
him health and happincas in his new 
sphere of duty. 

The Lee l'"i.shery Conservators were 
represented on a deputation representing 
the Irish Fishery Conference that waitetl 
on the Lord Lieutenant at Dublin Castle 
on April il. A number of very import- 
ant {Mints were advocated that those in* 
terested in the Irish Fisheries generally 
will understand. The establishment of 
fish hatcheries, at tiie exf)en.se of the 
State, such as exist in the United States 
and Ilritibh ,\ineiica, were advocated. ' 
The funds are needed for scientific re- 
search into the habits of salmon, and the 
Goverhment were asked to direct the 



conatsbntary end coastgnarda to give 
active assistance in enforcing the law. 
At preaent the employes of the conserva- 
tors are forced almost entirely to 
grapple single-handed with poachers, 
and it is contended that if the coast- 
guards were effective for the pur|)ose 
malpracticea, at Icaat in tidal waters, 
woidd cease. 

While five men weie engsged at the 
Wellington mill, Preston, removing some 
rubbish from a boiler liou.se the cotton 
room at)ove collaj)sed and fell upon the j 
workers underneath. Three of the men 
managed to make good their escape, but 
two named John Clark and Patrick Mc- 
Laughlin were buried under tons of brick, 
nuddnery and mbUrii. A holler had 
been previously taken out, preparatory to 
being replaced by another, and it ia be- 
lieve<l this affected the stability of the 
structure. 

A suggestion that has been received 
with favor, and ia likely to be, acted on, 
haa been proposed through the press by 
Sir Thomas Henry Orsttan Bsmonde, 
senior whip of the anti-Pamellite party 
and memt)er of Parliament for the West 
Division of Kerry. It is the effect tlmt 
eacli of tlie Irish Councils at their lirst 
meeting appoint two delegates to meet in 
Dublin for the purpose of con.sidering 
matters of national interest and tbua 
form a "people's pArliament." 

Gen. Dunham Massy, of "Redan" 
fame, scored a telling victory in Bally- 
kisteen, an<l there is almost a certainty of 
his being Chairman of the Council. The 
General, w ho is High Sheriff of Tipperary 
this year, was also elected in the Tippe- 
rary Rural District Council for Rathlynin 
electoral division. The constitution of 
the Tipperary Board haa undergone a 
very great diange, Michael Dalton, late 
Chairman; John Cullinane, Banslia and 
other old (Unrdians being ilefeated. 

The Rathdown Board of Guardiana held 
a meeting previous to entering on tteir 
new existence under the local govern- 
ment act. Many of the old guardians 
have gone to return no more, but what- 
ever their actions in ollu r directions may 
be, it must 1)e said that they have left the 
union in a sound financial condition. 
Lord Powerscourt in replying to a vote 
of thanks said that if elected to the chair 
again he would try and deal fairly with 
the board. One old gentieman named 
yuigley, who haa been for a considerable 
period a member of the board, and who 
is stated to Ik' considerably over ninety 
years of age, will not return. 

The net effect of the County Council 
elections ia the practical diaappearanoe 
of the Unionist party as far aa local ad- 
miniatration in" all save a few of the 
counties and towns of Ireland is con- 
cerned. Here and there .1 rnionist was 
elected, as in the case of Lord I'rederick 
Fitr.gerald in Kildare, Ix>ril Castlerosse 
in Kerry, and a few candidates of the old 
grand jury class in Westmeath, Water- 
ford, Wicklow and other countiea. But 
outside of Ulster the Nationalists have 
a aweeping majority on all the new 
County Bonds In Dublin County, 
where it was thou^;lit jKissible that thev 
niighl j;ct half the seats, the t'liionists 
only .secured six. the most notable results 
being the victory of a Nationalist in 
Kingstown, where the return of the 
Unionist candidate, Mr. PindUter, waa 
generally anticlpeted, and of a Unionist 
in Lucan, where the Nationalista have a 
majority. The elections for frban 
Guanlians are chiefly remarkable for the 
addition to the Poor-law Boafds 0( a 
number of lady guardiana. 

With the hut meetings of the old 
boards valedictory addreases were deliv- 
ered as the members took farewell of the 
public the\ bad served faithfully OTOther- 
wise. Let it be said faithfully, and so 
welcome the coming, spceil the going 
guest. One public board among the 
many deserved all the nice things said 
about it and ita officials. The Cork Dis- 
trict Lunatic Asylum, the woric of which 
increased enormously in recent years, as 
lunacy unfortunately increased among 
the people, has been one of the best 
managed among UhhI institutions. A 
spirit of nuxleration and harmony pre- 
vailed at all times among the members, 
which made the work of administration 
all the easier and tended to the advan- 
tage of the afllcted petienta committed 
to their care. Ail the kind words !«aid 
about the Chairman, Mr. J. W. Clery, 
were thoroughly well deserved. Since 
he succeeiled the late Mr. I.saac Morgan 
he has carried himself with dignity and 
seal, and retiree from o|Sce fall of the 
lionar ridily won. '

There sre ninety-two members in the

The Chicago plumbers won their strike 
for an advance of wages. 

A typographical union has been orgen- 
ized In Canton, 111., and a charter applied 
for. 

The Trainmens' Union, Springfield, 
III., recently added twenty-five menbera 
to the roll. 

The Bvansville painters have been 
granted a nine-honr day at tweaty.five 
cents per hour. 

The eighth annual coiucuiinn of Inter- 
national Association of Machinists meets 
in Buffalo next Monday. 

The new management of the St. Paul 
Globe heve signed an agreement with the 
Typographlcel Unkw to unionise all de- 
partments. 

Frank .\. Kenne<ly, ,1 ]iroiMinent mem- 
ber of Typographical Union No. lUU, haa 
been appointed Fire and Police Coounls* 
sionerof Omaha. 

President McOill, of Central Labor 
Cnion, left for Washington last Tues<lay, 
to confer with officers of American I'ed- 
eration on labor matters. 

During March charters have been is- 
sued to steam engineers' unions in .Ne .v 
York City, Pueblo, Springfield, III., 
Sioux City and a second one to Chicago. 

The Drew labor bill is now a law in 
Illinois. It is ititerideil to prevent the 
bringing of laborers under arms or armed 
guards into the State in caae of lockout 
and strike. 

The San Francisco Typographical 
t'nion won its fight to have the allied 
lal)el on the county work. The Super- 
visors passed the resolution requiring the 
label by a vote of eight to four. 

The St. Louis union of steam englncera 

has secured an agreement with the An- 
heuser-Buscli Brewing Company by 
which they will pay pi a day for ten 
hours and fifty cents an hour for over 
time. 

Organiser M. T. Burton, of the Eighth 
district, haa succeeded in adjnrting the 

differences concerning apprentices t>e- 
tweeii proprietors and the Birmingham 
(Ala.) TypograjOiical I'nion, and all is 
now serene. 

The Bootblacks' ITnion are to be con- 
gratulated on their firrt victory. With 
the aid of Mr. Peetz and the Central 
Labor Union committee they have in- 
duced shoe dealers to disoontinne the 
"free shine." 

The International Association of Ma- 
chinists, the Progressive Engineers' 
Union and the Steam Fitters' Protective 
Association, of Chicago, have entered 
into an agreement for their mutual ben- 
efit and iirotcction. 

There are 20(J unions in the I. T. V., 
who gained the shorter work day, affect- 
ing 27,026 men; aeventy-one othera took 
no action and sixty-eight failed to report. 
Twenty-aeven unions have been organ- 
ized since November. 

There is a local union of steam engi- 
neers in New York City alliliated with 
the Allied Printing Trades which has 
about 200 members, and they desire a 
charter from the International Union of 
Steam Engineers, which will be granted. 

The Machinists' I nioii, of Cincinnati, 
is inak'iig arrangements for establishing 
central headquarters, with library, read- 
ing and bath rooms attached. It ia alao 
the intention to have regular lecture 
courses on technicsl subjects and mattera 
pertaining to the trade. 

For years the musicians' local unions 
in Chicago were contending against each 
other, reaulu of which kept the labor 
movement in a oonatant turmoil and 
even threatened a large diviaion in the 
ranks. Various attempts at unity were 
made, but each of tlieiii was temporary 
and failed. By determined and concen- 
trated effort of Vice rrcsidciits Kidd and 
O'Connell, President Owen Miller, of the 
American Federation of Musicians, and 
the Preaident of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, amalgamation haa at laat 
been accomplished, and bringa together 
more than 1 ,400 musicians into a com- 
prehensive, bro.id and aggressive 
union. It will bring greater peace and 
success to the general lalKir movement 
of Chicago and the country, and give an 
impetus to the organization of every 
musician of the United Statea under the 
banner of the American Federation of 
Musicians. 

Chattanooga Typographical I'liion is 
engaged in a "ruction" with the Cran- 
dall-Bradt Printing Company, a non- 
union concern. That they are active and 
happy ia indicated by the foUowing from 
the Bnqnirer: "That smoker to be given 
by the Typographical Union will be a 
hummer.
